riic Committee of Parliament on Official Language was constituted in 1976 under section 
4( ij Oi die Official Languages Act, 1963. The Committee submitted seventh pain of its Report, 
relating to propagation of Hindi for official purposes, the position of Hindi in the field of Law, 
original use of Hindi in Government work, availability of publications relating to Administration and 
Finance in Hindi, position emerging after discussions with the representatives of States and Union 
Ferritorics. the status of Hindi in the perspective of Globalization and the challenge of 
compnicn/ation to Hindi, to the President. In accordance with section 4(3) of the Official Languages 
Act, 196T the Repoit was laid on the Table of the Lok Sabha and the Rajya Sabha. Copies of the 
Rcpori were sent to all Ministries/ Departments of the Government of India and lo all States/ Union 
^['erritor) Governments. After considering the views expressed by various Union Ministries/ 
Departmciiis and the Slates/ Union Territories Governments, it has been decided to accept most of the 
recommendations of the Committee in lUo and some of them with modifications. Accordingly, the 
undersigned is directed to convc\ the Orders of the President made under section 4(4) of the Official 
Languages Act, i963 on the recommendations made in the Report of the Committee as follows:

In the context of disinvestment, the 
Committee recommends that the status- 
quo with regard to the Official Language 
policy should Le maintained in these 
enterprises irrespective of the 

government’s large or small shareholding 
in them. 

Department of Official Language niay 
consult with the Ministries regarding 
this recommendation. 

16.12(b) 

Correspondence in Hindi with the Govt, 
should be made mandatory for those 
MNC’s as well as Domestic Companies 
who use Hindi to publicise and promote 
the sale of their products. At the same 
time the Government should also respond 
in Hindi. 

Department of Official Language may 
consult with all concerned. 


The description on Indian goods meant 
for sale in foreign countries should 
compulsorily be given in Hindi along- 
with the foreign languages. 

This recommendation has been accepted 
in principle. 

16.13(a) 

Since the officers & employees, using the 
computer in English can be tramed for 
using the computer in Hindi, within a 
maximum period of two weeks, therefore, 
all the officers/ employees should be 
imparted training to use the computer in 
Hindi, within a period of two years. 

All Ministries may make effortj to 
implement this recommendation. 
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16.13 (b) 

An ‘Information Technology mission’ 
should be set up under the aegis of the 
l.'i. Ministry to undertake R & D projects 
in Hindi software. This “I.T. Mission” 
should also coordinate with other 
Government of India Departments using 
complex network systems viz. Railways, 
Posts, Banking, Telecom, Civil Aviation, 
Power etc. so that they can also develop 
their specialized software packages in 
Hindi. 

This recommendation has heen 

accepted. Ministry of Communications 
and Information Technology may take 
necessary action in this regard. 

16.13 (c) 

The I.T. Ministry should also play a nodal 
role to ensure that all Govt, of India 
Departments are introducing and using 
only that software which can be used in 
Hindi.
